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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9-21-05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The Amendment filed 9-21-05 fails to put the instant application in sufficient 
condition for allowance. Claims 8, 13, 18 and 23 would be amended to include the 
limitation "routing said incoming call to said cellular telephone over a piconet to another 
telephone device." However, the term "telephone device" is broad and may be read on 
the prior art BLUETOOTH headset. Even if, arguendo, the term "telephone device" was 
read by the examiner as strictly e.g. a cellular telephone, the combination of Tellgrin in 
view of Bell discloses such as shown in the final rejection. While the examiner asserted 
with regards to e.g. claim 8 that the applicant was arguing limitations not claimed, such 
was because the examiner only considers arguments towards claimed limitations, and 
is not an admittance of such a limitation being allowable subject matter. 

As for the reasons for allowance for claim 1 , said claim was allowed because 
"[t]he prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination of cellular device, PSTN 
cordless telephone gateway and piconet front end in the same device" as stated in the 
final rejection. Claims 8, 13, 18 and 23 all fail to include such a teaching, and as such 
will not be allowed in their current form for the same reason.
